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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended independent claims 1, 24, and 43 appear to fail to overcome the prior art of record. With regard 
to the added limitation of "a selected amount of a solid additive" in claims 1 , 24, and 43, Prosser discloses adding a selected amount of a 
solid additive in column 3, lines 15-19. Claim 1 is not understood because there is no antecedent basis for "said polyurethane-containing 
flock comprising particles" (lines 6 and 7). Also.it is not clear how claims 44-46 depend on claim 42 because claim 42 has been 
cancelled. Claim 48 is not understood because there is no antecedent basis for "the addition of electrically insulating solid additives." 
Claim 49 is not understood because there is no antecedent basis for "the addition of electrically conductive solid additives.". 
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
